SAVED AT PARRAL 
The American government has in- 
formation that Villa would have 
been captured in Parral by Ameri- 
can cavalry led by Maj. Frank 
Tompkins but for the interference 
of Theodore Koch. German Con- 
sul at Parral. The American gov- 
ernment was advised immediately 
following the Parral incident of 
Koch’s part in the clash with Par- 
ral citizens. The mob which at- 
tacked the American cavalry troop 
in Parral April 13. 1916, was led by 
the German Consul. 

This has been testified by Jose 
De la Luz Herrera, then Mayor 
of Parral. in an affidavit which he 
gave to Maj. Tompkins the day fol- 
lowing the attack. Koch since has 
aroused the enmity of Carranza offi- 
clals through his apparent friendli- 
ness with Villa leaders in the Parral 
district. Reports received here today 
say Koch and a German physician, 
Dr. Schroeder, were arrested by Gen. 


Francisco Mureuia, Carranza's com- 


mander in Parral. and five Germans 
were each given fifty lashes dally for 
three days by Murguta’s orders. Mur- 
guia charges that Koch aided Vil- 
listas in Parral and supplied Villa 
with funds and information which 
enabled him to elude Carranza pur- 
suit. Dr. Schroeder, k is charged, 
treated Villa's wounded leg and 
helped to hide Villa out while he was 
under treatment. 

PLAN NEW BORDER RAID. 

Bvidence has been secured by 
American agents, it is claimed, that 
German agents within the past month 
have been in conference with Villa 
in an effort to get him to renew 
a general border raiding campaign. 
A German, working under a false 
name in Columbus, it is claimed, 
gave information to Villa which en- 
abled him to attack and burn the 
New Mexico town. In Columbus, it 
is claimed that the raid which cost 
eighteen American lives and resuit-

HOUSE AUTHORIZES PRESIDEN 
TO ARM OUR MERCHANT SHIPS. 


Blanket Authority to Use “Other Instrumentalities” is Withheld in the Measure as It 


Goes to the Senate — Upper Branch is Expected to Enact a Clause to 


March 1.— 


A bill to empower the 
President to arm mer- 
chant ships, but not extending 
the authority he requested to 
use “other instrumentalities” in 
defending American rights 
against the submarine menace, 
Was passed by the House to- 
night by a vote of 403 to 13. 
The bill also provides for 
%$100,000,000 bond issue. It 
would prevent government war 
insurance for munitions ships, 
a prohibition which the Presi- 
dent does not approve. 
When the House bill is re- 
ceived in the Senate tomorrow, 
the Senate bill, which the ad- 


miniatration fully commends, 
will be substituted, and that is 
expected finally to be acce 
by both houses as the law. 
Official announcement 
made at the White House to- 
day that the administration 
stands behind the Senate bill 
“first, last and all the time,” 
with its provision for “other in- 


~ strumentalities.” 


Speaker Clark announced the 
vote in the House amid applause 
and cheering. Opposition to the 
bili had faded during the day 
before patriotic appeals from 
leaders on both sides of the 
House, and when the roll was 
called only nine Republicans, 
three Democrats and the So- 
clalist, voted in the negative.

RESULT NEVER IN DOUBT. 
From the time the rule for 
consideration of the bill was 
brought up in the House shortly 
after noon until the final roll 
call was taken ten hours later, 
the resolution never was in 
doubt. Predictions that the 
negative vote would not exceed 
a dozen frequentiy were heard. 
Led Representatives 
Cooper of Wisconsin and Camp- 
bell of Kansas, both Republic- 
ans, opponents of the measure 
made a determined fight, how- 
ever. They were not united on 
any one specific objection. 
Representative Cooper based his
